. The statement of the U. S. statisti- 


cian continues: 


For the t'nited States, except in the 


case of spring wheat and flax the in- 
tended shifts are not extreme, and in 
the case of spring wheat nnd flax,

For the North Cen- 


tral United States (west of the Mis- 
sissippi) which includes most oi the

ly larger acreages of corn, oats, bar- 
ley and tome hay. For North Dakota 
intentions are much more pronounced 
as regards a shift from spring wneat 
into other crops. 


More Pronounced Here 


For the United States as a whole, 


the V. S, Department of Agriculture 
in a report issued last Tuesda>, inter- 
preted the outlooks as indicating that 
farmers were undertaking a normal 
production program, and that Agri- 
culture this year will still be attend- 
ed by the difficulties arising from

higher wages and other costs, lesi 
farm workers and the general dis 
parity between prices of farm and 
urban products. The wheat situation 
was described as showing some im- 
provement with the market continu- 
ing somewhat

producers of spring wheat than win- 
ter wheat.

and a "grand jury pursuit." as Senator Borah terms it. The 
investigations are primarily calculated to reveal the trend 
of affairs and bring forth information to aid the legislators 
in their business of enacting new laws. Investigations also 
serve the purpose of providing "pitiless publicity" which 
was urged by VVoodrow Wilson as a necessity in good govern- 
ment. But when an investigation uncovers evidence which 
may be classed as criminal, it is time that it go before a 
grand jury. The prime purpose of the chief investigations 
in Washington has been. accomplished. 
The publicity has 


been manifold and certainly pitiless. Good may result from 
opening to the light many hidden transactions.
